Mr., and Mrs. Datus Crowder 
have received word from their 
son, Sgt. Grant Crowder, that he 
is in France. He has written 
four letters since D-day, with 
excerpts as follows: 

June 11: Hello Mum and fam- 
ily. Here 1 am as well as usual 
and very lucky after being here 
six days now and none the 
worse for wear. Befng lucky to 
get two hours sleep out of 36 or 
48 hours. So far our landing has 
been very successful although 
the tank right in front of us 
blew its track on a mine ten 
minutes after landing. They 
fixed it working under fire for 
four hours. Now we are all to- 
gether giving the Jerries the 
works. 

We had a couple of interesting 
experiences v/hen our gun and 
crew were called out to blow a 
church being used by snipers. 
After shelling it twice, they 
didn't reappear. Also the Jerries 
blew a truck of ours which was 
in enemy territory. Lots of fun, 

eh? 

Now don't worry, we have 
lots of men and everything is 
under control and clear for

Our guns ore engaging a tar- 
get right now which Is music to 
our ears. Regards to everyone. 
Write often, I'll bo looking for- 



ward to hearing from home. 

June 14: Still real well and 
getting such a tan I look like a 
first cousin to an Indian. They 
say we were first to reach our 
objective of all the troops who 
landed on different fronts. This 
makes a guy breathe easier. To- 
day we are shifting each other 
off, so part of the crew can 
sleep while the rest of us wait 
for fire-orders. I am on right 
now, also Allan, Bob and Tom- 
my. The noise is worse at 
night and we are farther back 
of the lines as our troops dig In 
ahead. 

On our way over, the rough 
seas and spray went over the 
deck, soaking us to the skin, and 
I think everyone was glad to 
get their feet on ground, even 
though it was none too substan- 
tial looking. But what are a few 
shells in anyone's life after be- 
ing sea-sick, ha, ha. 

Had a letter from Art. Cox, 
He Is fine and dandy. 

June 15; Still well. Hope all 
at home are well. The Jerries 
come out with their planes at 
night and it's just like Hell let 
loose. Our ack-ack put up such 
a barrage of fire, red hot shells 
fall around them like a hail 
storm. In the day time our own 
planes fly around like flies in 
summer and Jerry slips in out 
of the way. 

June 2Q: Mail coming through 
now. Three letters from home, 
one from Ruby, and cigarettes 
from the Veterans. My parcels 
will likely be here very soon 
now. Am well, but when Jerry 
was shelling us too close for 
comfort the other day, I jumped 
from the tank to take shelter 
and lore a ligament in my ankle. 
The M.O. strapped it up and 
I'm able to step on it again, so 
everything is coming on fine. 
Shelling is going on In earnest 
right now. We can hardly hear 
ourselves speak. 

So far, from the time we hit 
the barges until now, I've had 
stew. I can't bear the wbrd. 
I'd like some corn pickle, corn 
on the cob, ond some tomatoes. 
But I suppose these things come 
to those who wait. 

Give my regards to everyone 
at home that I know. Thanks to 
the Vets, for the cigarettes. It's 
grand of them to remember us. 
Also many thanks to the town 
council for our Era and Express 
papers. It's nice to get the 
home-town news. We do ap- 
preciate these things more than 
wc can soy. Again, thanks for 
everything.

"It is hoped that since tho hos- 
pital has taken on a new lease 
of life that after the war there 
will be an out-patient clinic so 
that working-men, the man of 
the small income will have a 
means provided at an amount 
he can afford to pay," said Mr.

"We are carrying on an out- 
patient department all the time," 
stated Mayor Dales. 

"The new legislation has 
made it possible for a group of 
municipalities to form them- 
selves into a health unit," said 
Reeve Lundy. "This would re- 
duce the cost of health service." 

By this system, the municipal- 
ities would share the doctor or 
doctors or public health nurse 
or nurses, whatever the case 
might be, Mr. Lundy explained. 

"A number of other munici- 
palities have asked if it would 
be possible for them to share the 
public health nurse which has 
been appointed by Newmarket," 
said Mayor Dales. 

Deputy-Reeve A rthur D. 
Evans, in a report of the con- 
vention of the Aeronautical In- 
stitute of Canada which he 
attended in Toronto recently, 
explained the possibilities of 
aeroplanes after the war, stat- 
ing that it was thought probable 
that' there would be mure aero- 
planes in use than cars. He also 
stated that the money the gov* 
ernment had spent training air- 
men would not be wasted as 
they could be used as pilots and 
instructors in air bases in small 
towns, 

Mr. Evans said that the indus- 
tries now manufacturing planrs 

for war purposes could manufac- 
ture them for peacetime use and 
thus employ ninny of the boys 
coming back.

Newmarket town council 
agreed to assume the additional 
cost of a sewer which is being 
put in by Howard Perrin on 
Gorham St., at a town council 
meeting on Monday evening. 

"If you recall, in the winter- 
time Mr. Perrin came to council 
asking for permission for sewer 
connection 26 feet deep on Gor- 
ham St.," Councillor Frank 
Bowser, chairman of the road 
and bridge committee, told the 
council. "Mr. Lundy contacted 
the engineer, Mr. Red fern, who 
wrote specifying different out- 
lets that had been left." 

"Datus Crowder, town fore- 
man, measured and marked the 
pavement where Mr. Perrin was 
to dig. Mr. Perrin came to me 
a week ago saying he couldn't 
find any connection." 

Mr. Bowser explained to the 
council that there were two 
crow*s feet marks on the road, 
one for the south and one. for 
the north. In reply to a query 
from Mayor Dr. U W. Dales, 
Mr. Bowser, who measured the 
road when Mr. Perrin could not 
make connections, said that his 



measurements conformed with 
the engineer's but that Mr. 
Crowder had made a mistake in 
measuring It. 

"It is our responsibility then," 
said Mayor Dales. 

"Mr. Crowder made a mistake 
nnd so did Mr. Perrin,". said Mr. 
Bowser. "They should have 
looked for the crow's feet" 

"Not one in ten know about 
the crow's feet," said Mayor 
Dales.

"What if it blocked?" nsked 
Mayor Dales. 

"It would be the town's res- 
ponsibility," said Reeve Lundy. 
"These people have gone to the 
labor and, expense necessary to 
secure connection and haven't 
got it and it should be borne by 
the town. It is impossible to get 
men to do it. The town should 
carry the responsibility from

STATEMENT OF POLICY 

It seems to us that a statement of policy is fit- 
ting at this time.

praise where praiso is earned. We are conscious 
of tho importance of the editorial page and we 
will not speak thoughtlessly. 

Equally important of the functions of a news- 
paper is the reporting of news of the community. 
Where news is reported carelessly or with bias, 
It is harmful to the community and to tho indi- 
vidual. We will report news as completely and 
as honestly as possible with favor to no man and 
in fairness 'to ail. 

. Above all, Tho Era and Express is your dis- 
tributor of news, your means of expression and 
your advertising medium. We will welcome 
your opinions, your advice and your criticism 
that wc may continuo to improve our scrvlco to 
roti.

Unlike so many X have no political fears. 



Quite to the contrary, I am filled with joy and 
optimism; old chronic fears of long standing are 
being uprooted. At times J feet like weeping, I 
am so happy; these are wonderful times. A new 
world with boundless possibilities is -being 
created. I keep constantly within earshot of my 
radio; my pockets bulge with the latest editions 
of the dailies; my home is plastered with war 
maps; Churchill cheers troops on Normandy 
beachhead; De Gaulle sings Marseillaise with 
French patriots; Stalin rolls up Mannerheim line; 
Randolph Churchill praises Yugoslav partisans; 
C.C.F. sweeps Saskatchewan. The world I want 
is unfolding at such blitzkrieg tempo, I can 
scarcely keep abreast with Ms progress. 

< So Xyhy all this prattle about freedom? Who, 
are these gentlemen who cany little scales 
wrapped In the financial page, who would 
' .measure out our freedom so graciously? It does 
not require volumes of pernicious doctrines or 
long complicated presidential reports to the 
shareholders to explain the kind of freedom I 
want It is real freedom not the verbal variety. 

I too want to be socially free, but not if it 
deprives others of their freedom. I too would 
like a modem home, green, blue or mauve. The 
color scheme is not so important as up-to-date 
conveniences. However, I do not wont such a 
home if it forces my neighbor to live in a piano- 
box, teepee, or someone's* unused hen-house. 
That sort of freedom Is a negation of the nega- 
tion. For example/ what manner of host would 
, amiably expound the right to eat fresh apple-pie 
and then sit down and greedily devour the whole 
last pie himself, before your very eyes? 

I too want to be capable of personal achieve- 
ment and success, and to <*o-oporntc in the 
achievement of others. I want my right to work 
guaranteed by law. I want the right to a higher 
education^ but not so I might deprive the un- 
intelligent worker of his full share of production. 
I do not wont to be just a pawn in a game for 
a group of industrialists and bankers. I want to 
live by the labor of my own hands. Success 
obtained otherwise seems synthetic to me; like 
going in paddling with my socks on. 

It is boring to see hereditary parasites thumb 
their vests and pompously declare: "I built the 
Santa-Go railroad" or "I opened the Gipyu gold 
mine," When I know all he did personally was 
sit In a comfortable swivel-chair fingering ticker 
tape; vigilantly checking the payroll; or instruct- 
ing Ws secretary to arrange all his appointments 
for next Tuesday when he could conveniently be 
at the races. 

I too want the joy of possession, but not to be 
selfishly possessive. I too would like a stream- 
lined car but not merely to draw the envy of 
my neighbor. Bill Smith— Bill, who has faithfully 
punched the time-clock at the local plant for 33 
years, Bill who has six children but no car. I 
want to see Bill with his whole brood standing 
on some lakcshorc, with their feet buried in the 
sand and .the soft cool breezes blowing through 
tho pines. I want to see little Emmy, Johnny and 
Sairy eating wcincrs and popcicles, with Collie 
' barking and frisking in tho sun— the Smiths, who 
havo always spent their weekends cooped up on 
their turhblcd-down verandah, in the fetid 
atmosphere and sweltering heat. 

Will it restrict any individual's freedom to give 
Bill such a break? Is it regimentation to change 
on ugly picture into a beautiful one?' Will this 
democratic democracy bo too extreme? I do nit 
believe that tho people's zeal for increased re- 
form endangers free institutions. 

. In the world I want we will not fear reformists' 
swindles. The people will bo educated to 
recognize instantly tho hypocritical .prattle of 
political quacks. Upstarts such as Hitler, Musso- 
lini, Trotsky, Louies and Nicks will not survive 
the first hustings. Tho world I wont will hove 
an International government, elected in tho 
democratic woy, with a world court which will 

hove tho authority to deal with moss murderers 
and international brigands, who would pilfer tho 
natural resources of weak defenceless peoples, 

Hie world I want is no longer a dream, free 
courageous men are marching through tho 
meadows of Normandy; into the Carpathian foot- 
hills; over the Yugoslavian steeps, shaping ft\y 
world into a reality.

LIQUOR IN CARS COSTS 
FOUR MEN $10 FINES 



Four men, charged with illegal 
possession of liquor, appeared be- 
fore Magistrate H. R. Poison in 
the magistrate's court in Newmar- 
ket Friday and were each fined ten 
dollars and costs. Two others were 

remanded one week. 

Constable Joseph Foot, Whit- 
church township, laid the informa- 
tion against three of the defend- 
ants, Maurice Uines, GHzabeth St., 
Barrie, J. Gordon Campbell, Snow- 
den Ave., Toronto, and Harold 
Mizzoni. Avon Ave., Toronto. In 
each case, the officer stated, he had 
searched cars parked at Wilcox 
Lake and found partly consumed 
bottles of liquor. 

The fourth defendant was Mel- 
vln Anaka, Isabella St., Toronto. 

County Constable Ronald Watt said 
he had searched a car at Wilcox 
Lake and found a carton of empty 
beer bottles and two full quart 
bottles. The officer stated that 
Mr. Anaka admitted ownership of 
the Hquor. 

Found guilty on charges of 
stealing two bicycles belonging to 
Ted Quin and Richard Karris, 
N'orth Gwillimbury township, three 
Woodstock boy a whose ages ranged 
from 15 to 17 years, were given 
suspended sentences and placed In 
the custody of the Children's* Aid 
Society.
